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Note 1 1 continued: Applicants 1 arguments with respect to claims 8-1 1 and corresponding method claim 17 are not persuasive. 
The claimed limitations are considered met by the above combination of elements. The argued distinction is considered obvious in view of 
the overall teaching from Wals, i.e., that is the normalization taught in Wals is based upon a numerator value divided by a denominator. 
The numerator value is the first and second focus signals, and the denominator(s) are interpreted as the first amplitude signal with respect 
to the first focus signal (the left most numerical value in the equation at line 45 in col. 6 of Wals), and the second ampltide signal with 
respect to the second frocus singals (the two factors to the right in the noted equation). Hence as interpreted, Wals does teach 
normalization using a first and second amplitde signal(s).
